MOSCOW (UPI)— A Soviet scientist 
hinted today that Russia’s unmanned Luna 
15 spaceship is orbiting the moon in an 
attempt to scoop up a piece of the lunar

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Nixon Ad­ 
ministration intends to keep working for 
a negotiated Vietnam settlement despite 
communist 
rejection of U.S. and South 
Vietnamese peace proposals, according 
to the State Department. 
State Department spokesman Robert 
J. McCloskey told newsmen: “ I believe 
the policy of this administration is to 
pursue the effort in Paris as the most 
hopeful means of reaching an agreed set­ 
tlement to end the war in Vietnam.” 
McCloskey was responding to ques­ 
tions concerning the United States’ com­ 
mitment to the Paris peace talks with 
North Vietnam and the communist Pro­ 
visional 
Revolutionary Government of 
South Vietnam. 
McCloskey was asked what hope there 
could be for a settlement when the South 
Vietnamese communists categorically 
rejected 
what 
the United States con­ 
sidered to be a major proposal by Pres­ 
ident Nguyen Van Tliieu —international­ 
ly supervised elections in South Viet­ 
nam with communist participation. 
McCloskey answered: “ We will con­ 
tinue to work for a settlement.” 
The answer reflected sim ilar senti­ 
ment expressed by Henry Cabot Lodge, 
U.S. negotiator at the Paris peace talks. 
Lodge said after the latest Paris ses­ 
sion 
Thursday that a rejection would 
have to be repeated many times before 
he would sfop working. 
Privately, 
officials 
here were dis­ 
appointed by the rejection by the South 
Vietnamese 
communists of the Tliieu 
proposal. 
It was pointed out, however, that re­ 
jections by the South Vietnamese com­ 
munists have been made previously dur­ 
ing the negotiations, only to be altered 
by subsequent statements. 
U.S. officials said they thought U. S. 
willingness to offer new proposals—odd­ 
ly enough — might account for some of 
the communist 
stubbornness. 
They 
said that because the United States and 
South Vietnam 
had presented various 
proposals in the last several months, 
the South Vietnam communists may have 
decided all they have to do is wait and 
the allies will make more concessions. 
The officials, however, said this was a 
mistaken notion and they braced for a 
period of waiting for the communists to 
respond. The U.S. officials conceded they 
might wait a long time but they said they 
by no means would give up hope. 
Only Thursday, 
Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers told the House For­ 
eign Relations Affairs Committee the re­ 
action of the communists was “ totally 
negative” and their position appeared 
“ more intransigent, 
more unreasona­ 
ble, and more inhumane.”

Scientific sources said such an attempt 
could come today. 
The Soviets news agency Tass published 
a commentary by Engineer Anatoly Kor- 
itsky, who offered the first official in­ 
dication of Luna’s goal. 
Koritsky outlined the achievement of 
earlier Luna and Zond space flights 
which either orbited, landed on, or re­ 
turned from the moon. He suggested 
Luna 15 could do all three. 
“This time,” Koritsky said, “ Luna 15 
which is orbiting the moon, has taken 
up their missions.” 
“Such stations,” he said, “are capable 
of conducting a broad range of research- 
to explore the gravitational field and the 
space of the moon, the chemical composi­ 
tion of lunar rocks, to photograph the 
moon, etc.” 
The reference to exploring the chem­ 
ical composition of the lunar surface 
was the first official hint that the Soviets 
were trying to bring back a piece of 
the moon surface for analysis, some­ 
thing never before accomplished. 
Luna 15 was launched Sunday and hurled 
into moon orbit Thursday but neither 
of the two communiques issued by the 
Soviets on its flight so far said specifi­ 
cally what its mission would be. 
Unofficially, it was reported to be 
designed for a soft landing to scoop 
up lunar soil and speed back to earth 
ahead of U S. Apollo 11 astronauts, who 
were to arrive at the Moon Monday. 
Koritsky said the Luna program was 
begun because of a “vital need for a more 
complete, all-out study of the moon and 
the near-moon space.” 
Koritsky said Luna 10 began studies of 
moon gravity and chemistry when it be­ 
came the first manmade object to achieve 
lunar orbit. 
“The exploration of the moon is also 
carried out by space stations soft-landing 
on the lunar surface,” he said. “The 
tasks of stations-satellites and the land­ 
ing craft are differentiated. The space 
stations conduct the overall, large-scale 
exploration of the moon while the land­ 
ing craft are set more specific tasks of 
exploring a definite sector of lunar sur­ 
face.” 
The Soviets spaceship sent a steady 
stream of radioed information to Soviet 
analysts. 


Heyerdahl gives up 


reed boat at sea 


BRIDGETOWN, Barbados 
(UPI)— 
Norwegian explorer 
Thor Heyerdahl 
said today he had abandoned his voyage 
aboard an Egyptian papyrus reed boat 
from Africa to Central America because 
sharks prevented repairs to the storm- 
damaged craft. 
Heyerdahl said he did not consider 
the experiment a failure. 
“The main purpose of the expedition 
was scientific and it was not an attempt 
to prove personal heroism or bravery,” 
Heyerdahl said. “We have demonstrated 
what we set out to demonstrate.” 
Heyerdahl set out from Safi, Mor­ 
occo, May 26 to try to show that ancient 
Egyptians could have used such reed 
boats to reach the New World. 
El Salvador president balks 
at new cease-fire

President Fidel Sanchez of El Salvador 
said Friday night his country would hon­ 
or no ceasefire in the border war with 
Honduras until it gets guarantees that 
300,000 Salvadoreans living in Honduras 
will be protected. 
The Salvadorean foreign office agreed 
to a third cease-fire in as many days at 
the same time but said it would not pull 
back 
its troops from present battle 
lines until the guarantees Sanchez men­ 
tioned were received. 
The new cease-fire was to have be­ 
come effective at 11 p.m. EDT Friday. 
Salvadorean 
army 
spokesmen said 
they were ready to lay siege to the Hon­ 
duran capital of Tegucigalpa and would 
capture it shortly. 
Salvadorean Foreign Minister Fran­ 
cisco Jose Gluerrero said as soon as 
the country was notified by the Organi­ 
zation of American States (OAS) of how 
guarantees for safety of Salvadoreans 
living in Honduras will be Implemented 
“the Salvadorean 
government will de­ 
cide whether the guarantees are satis­ 


factory.” 
El Salvador has long accused Hon­ 
duras of mistreating the Salvadorean 
peasants who have emigrated to larger 
and less crowded Honduras. 
Sanchez told his nation on television 
and radio that the nation would 
stand 
on its present position even if it meant 
sanctions by the OAS. 
“ We will not withdraw our troops be- 
fore obtaining satisfactory and effeo- 
tive guarantees for our fellow citizens 
in Honduras,” he said. 
“We have respected our international 
obligations but now we are being threat­ 
ened with sanctions. It does not matter. 
We know we are not the aggressors.” 
An OAS officials said if El Salvador 
does not abide by the OAS cease-fire 
order it can be branded the aggressor, 
OAS diplomats may be withdrawn from 
San Salvador and OAS military aid can be 
offered to Honduras. 
One of the points of the OAS cease­ 
fire order was that troops of both na­ 
tions withdraw three miles inside their 
own borders.

The Board of Supervisors is set to 
adopt a record $54.3 million county 
budget on Tuesday with one of its mem­ 
bers absent. 
County legal officials said that ab­ 
sence of Supervisor Joe J Callahan— 
who is on vacation— won’t stymie adop­ 
tion of the 1969-70 budget, as affirmative 
votes of the other four will be sufficient. 
Administrative Officer Raymond D. 
Johnson said the board has agreed to meet 
starting a half hour earlier Tuesday— 
at 9 o’clock— 60 as to get in extra 
sessions brought on by Monday being 
declared a holiday for county employees. 
The supervisors face a full slate 
at their weekly meeting— usually held 
on Monday— and then hold a quarterly 
meeting of the County Water Agency 
as well. 


Johnson, referring to the new fiscal 
year’s budget as a “bare-bones budget ’ 
feels the new rate could be pegged 
somewhere between $2.35 and $2 39 de­ 
pending on what Auditor A T 
Eaves 
comes up with in revising revenue es­ 
timates late this month and early in 
August prior to setting of the final rafe 
The new budget reflects huge added 
costs for law enforcement and detention 
facilities, higher welfare costs by the 
county, and major additional costs for 
salaries and fringe benefits, along with 
steadily increasing cost of providing ser­ 
vices to the public.

WASHINGTON (UPI)— It was the 
start of the rush hour and cars began 
jumping the 14th Street bridge over the 
Potomac River.

Papers scattered in the wind. 
Just as suddenly, security personnel 
leaped out and ran after the flittering 
papers. Soon they were joined by two 
Air For« e helicopters and the Washington 
police Harbor Patrol. 
The box held secret Air Force docu­ 
ments that were being transported to 
the Air Force University at Maxwell 
Air Force Base, Ala. 
Pentagon spokesman said they could 
not determine immediately whether all 
the papers were gathered up But they 
said it would be no problem to make 
a final determination because all of the 
papers were registered. 
“ None of the classified documents 
was of su< h a nature to give any aid 
or comfort to a potential enemy,’’ an 
Air Force spokesman said. But he did 
not explain why the documents carried 
a classified designation. 


Bank gives way 
in France: 19 
children drown 


ANGERS, 
France (UPI) — A sandy 
riverbank-forbidden to swimjners since 
1957 — gave way under 25 children in a 
day camp outing Friday and 19 of them 
drowned in the swirling current of the 
River Loire. 
Three local families lost two chil­ 
dren each in the tragedy whi< h sent this 
town into mourning and brought investi­ 
gators from the government’s Ministry 
of Youth and Sports and from local po­ 
lice forces. 
Negligent homicide 
charges faced 
those suspected of sending the children 
wito the lank, off limits to swimmers 
for 12 years because it lad become no­ 
torious for unstable tanks. 
Investigators questioned Michel Delau­ 
nay, 
27, the day eamp director, today 
but released three camp counselors who 
said they had tested the bank before the 
children began playing. 
F ishermen and rescue b*ats recov­ 
ered 
10 bodies and gave up nine other 
children for lost.

for the children, aged 11 to 14. 
Red shelling attacks 
intensify in Vietnam 


SAIGON (UPf) — The intensity of Com­ 
munist shelling attacks nearly doubled 
Friday night and this morning, with U.S. 
headquarters 
reporting 
33 
rocket 
or mortar 
salvos 
into towns and al­ 
lied military bases. 
At 
least two American GIs were 
killed and 21 were wounded in the night­ 
time bombardments — almost double the 
17 attacks reported the previous night. 
South Vietnamese civilian losses were 
said to be light. 
No step-up in ground combat accom­ 
panied the shellings as the lull in Viet 
Cong ami North Vietnamese 
activity 
entered 
its fifth week. A total of 134 
guerrillas were reported killed in scat­ 
tered fights Friday. 
Among the targets hit during the night 
was the imperial capital at Hue, South 
Vietnam's 
third biggest 
city. 
Mili­ 
tary spokesmen said two rockets blast­ 
ed the city but caused no damage or cas­ 
ualties. 
The U.S. command considered it a 
normal fluctuation in the rate at mortar 
and rocket attacks — which the Com­ 
munists can pull off with minimal risks 
to their troops.

SPACE CENTER, 
Houston (UPI) - 
Apollo 11, now in the grasp of moon’s 
gravity and gaining speed, 
hurried 
three astronauts toward lunar orbit to­ 
day and the first human footstep out­ 
side the world late Sunday or early Mon­ 
day. 
Astronauts Neil A. Armstrong and 
Edwin E. “ Buzz“ Aldrin Jr., expected 
to learn early today whether they will 
share the lunar surface with a Russian 
robot rocket wh* n they land Sunday — 
or whether it might be heading back to 
earth with a scoop full of lunar soil by 
then. 
Armstrong 
still 
could 
decide to 
take that first 
step on the moon late 
Sunday after the scheduled 4:19 p.m. 
(EDT) landing or wait until early Mon­ 
day morning as initially planned. 
Russia’s 
assurances, 
relayed per­ 
sonally through astronaut 
Fiank Bor­ 
man, that the mysterious Luna 15 would 
not get in Apollo l l ’s way indicated that 
it would leave moon orbit about 5 a.m. 
EDT. 
But the Soviets gave no hint what 
it might do and U.S. experts disagreed 
on whether it would try to land or sim­ 
ply head back to earth. During an hour 
and 36-minute telecast — the longest and 
one of the t>e.st from space - Armstrong 
and Aldrin checked out the inside of the 
lunar 
module Eagle they plan to fly to 
the moon’s surface while their fellow 
astronaut, 
Michael 
Collins, 
circles 
in the Apollo commandship. 
Dr. Claries A. Berry, the astronauts’ 
doctor, watched the TV broadcast and 
said as a physician this was important 
in determining their conditions. He said 
the crew tad reported no illness on the 
flight, bad taken no medication at all 
and lad slept better than expected. 
“ f think they look like they are in 
great shape. It’s certainly reassurmgto 
see them looking that way,” Berry told 
an early morning news conference today. 
Berry was asked about the possibility 
of starting the moon walk late Sunday 
rather than Monday morning by eliminat­ 
ing a 4-hour rest period scheduled for 
Armstrong and Aldrin before they leave 
Eagle. 
Berry said flight planners had been 
concerned 
at first about the prospect 
of the astronauts trying to make their 
fatiguing moonwalk already tired from 
not being able to sleep on the first three 
nights of the flight. In fact, the astro­ 
nauts lave slept well all three nights. 
“ If there was a request on their part 
to alter the flight plan, we would make a 
real time medical decision based on 
whet lit r we thought they were rested to 
undertake the EVA moon walk at that 
time,” Berry said. 
Armstrong, a young looking 38-year- 
old 
civilian, 
and Aldrin, 
39, an Air 
F orce colonel sometimes known as Dr. 
Rendezvous, 
reported that neither the 
blastoff from 
ckpe 
Kennedy nor the 
docking maneuver that stuck Eagle on 
the command ship Columbia’s nose had 
caused any damage. 
“ We don’t 
see anything loose up 
there,” Aldrin tola ground controller 
Charles 
Duke. 
“ The vehicle 
is sur­ 
prisingly 
free of any debris floating 
around. It’s very clean. ’ 
Later, as millions of viewers watch­ 
ed, the astronauts did see a washer that 
had been left loose in the lunar module 
floating in space. One of them reached 
out and grabbl'd it, 
Armstrong and Aldrin s;*nt 2 hours 
and '0 minutes working in Eagle before 
they rejoined Collins, 
38, an outgoing 
Air Force lieutenant colonel, 
in the 
Apollo commandship. 
That finished their 
work for their 
last "easy” day in space. 
Hiey re­ 
ceived a “ goodnight” from ground con­ 
trollers at 16 p.m. EDT for in 9^* 
hour sleep period. 
An hour later, 
when Apollo 11 was 
214,402 
miles from earth and 38,895 
miles from the moon, it fell under the 
dominance of the moon's 
gravity. 
It 
was 
then 
traveling at 2,309 miles an 
hour 
in relation to earth and the astro­ 
nauts were just going to sleep. 
Space agency calculations showed the 
pull of the moon — even at one-sixth the 
strength 
of 
artti’s 
gravity — would 
speed Apollo up to 2,732 miles by 7:30 
a.m. EDT and by 1:26 p.m. EDT when 
it whips around the tack of the moon, 
it would be zipping along at 5,690 miles 
an hour. 
At that time, a six-minute burst from 
Columbia’s 
main rocket engine would 
slow the spaceship to 4,070 miles an hour 
and let the moon's gravity pull it into 
an orbit 69 to 196 miles above the bar­ 
ren, airless surface. 
Without that burst at power, 
Apollo 
11 would swing on a looping patch back 
toward earth. The moon trip was spe­ 
cifically designed that way to give the 
astronauts an added safety factor.

Police, firemen continue striking 
in Vallejo; denounced by Reagan 


VALLEJO (UPI)— Police and 
firemen in this city of 70,000 
residents today 
entered 
the 
third day of an unprecedented 
strike that was denounced by 
Gov. Ronald Reagan as “ ex­ 
tremely unfortunate and ille­ 
gal.’’ 
All but 20 of the city’s 173 
police and firemerf marched 
picket lines Friday and were 
joined by more than 300 police 
and firemen from other cities 
In sympathy with tire first such 
twin strike in California histo­ 
ry. 
Reagan promised the state 
would furnish “ whatever assis­ 
tance it can and should,” but 
Vallejo 
officials 
have 
not 
requested state assistance be­ 
yond the California Highway 
Patrolmen who normally patrol 
the area. 
“ Protection 
of 
life 
and 
property must be guaranteed,” 
Reagan 
said in Sacramento. 
“ As governor, I will not permit 
any citizen of California at any 
time to be denied vital police 
and fire protection services.” 
Vallejo’s 70-year-old woman 
mayor, Florence Douglas, ap­ 
pearing tired after several days 
of round-the-clock 
emergency 
meetings, insisted 
that 
any 
police or fire help the city 
might require could be rushed 
to the scene within minutes. 
She, cited 
the 
governor’s 
pledge and the mutual assis­ 
tance 
pact between law en­ 
forcement and fire agencies in 
the San Francisco Bay Area. 
A spokesman for the strikers, 
attorney Christopher Burdick, 
disagreed with the mayor. He 
claimed that nearby police and 
fire departments could not send 
help except in “ the most dire of 
em ergencies” and then it might 


be too late. 
The Fire Fighters Union local 
in nearby Contra Costa County 
declared it would not support 
any request for mutual aid. 


“ We 
will 
not 
be 
labeled 
strikebreakers,” said William 
Collenx, union executive secre­ 
tary. “ Vallejo must solve its 


problems 
without taxing the 
strength of surrounding com­ 
munities.” 
The 93 striking policemen and

School bill 
up for vote 
on Monday 


SACRAMENTO 
(UPD-The 
Senate plans to vote Monday on 
a $95 million school aid bill 
which includes a $16 million 
boost for junior colleges at the 
expense of kindergartens 
The Senate amended the bill 
for 
the 
benefit 
of 
junior 
colleges F riday. 
“ Junior colleges are the least 
expense 
segment 
of 
higher 
education in this state,” Said 
Sen 
Walter 
W. 
Stiern, 
D- 
Bakersfield. 


He argued the state has a 
“ moral 
commitment” to do 
more for California's 89 junior 
colleges. 
Stiern convinced the Senate 
to amend a $95 million school 
aid bill by Sen. Stephen P 
Teale, D-Rallroad Flat Under 
the amendments, $16 million 
originally earmarked to help 
kindergartens 
do 
away with 
double 
sessions 
would 
be 
channeled 
into 
the 
junior 
college system. 


A vote on the full bill was 
delayed until Monday. 
The Senate Education Com­ 
mittee, 
meanwhile, voted 
to 
reconsider its Thursday rejec­ 
tion of a $200 million bill by 
Assemblyman 
Victor 
V. 
Veysey, R-Brawley. 
Teale opposed the shift of $16 
million to junior colleges. 
“This weakens a weak bill 
that is already tottering,” he 
said. 


“ I feel like the old mother 
hen who has a whole lot of 
chicks. She’d like to keep them 
all covered and at least a little 
bit warm ” 
Under Teale’s original bill, 
kindergartens would have re ­ 
ceived $16 million to get off 
double sessions this fall. There 
now are 200,090 kindergarten 
children attending double ses­ 
sion classes in California 
But 
Stiern

college enrollment is expected 
to jump by 37,000 students this 
fall. This past year, the JC 
enrollment stood at approxi­ 
mately 600,000.

unclad waiters, waitresses and 
entertainers. 
Three lawmakers are still 
trying.

the Assembly and are awaiting 
action on the Senate floor. The 
third—and most comprehensive 
bill—v.as passed by the Senate 
but faces a hearing by the 
Assembly Criminal Procedure 
Committee. 
Assemblymen John Quimby, 
D-Rialto, and Floyd Wakefield, 
R-South Gate, authored the two 
bills allowing counties and cit­ 
ies to adopt ordinances permit­ 
ting, restricting or prohibiting 
topiess and bottomless demon- 
strations in public places. 
Both would exempt theater, 
concert or similar performan­ 
ces. 
The third bill by Sen H. L. 
Richardson, RArcadia, is de­ 
signed to clarify which areas 
local government may regu­ 
late and which have been pre­ 
empted by the state. 
It specificially permits local

of topless-bottomless

cities and counties from enact­ 
ing their own gun registration 
laws.

querque. 
The patient made a complete 
recovery. 


A 3-year-old boy living in 
Jemez Springs, about 50 miles 
northwest of Placitas, contract­ 
ed the second case. He had 
been in contact with a dead 
chipmunk on June 20 and got 
sick three days later. He was 
hospitalized June 30, subse-

developed meningitis

But 
when you are planting evidence 
of man’s first visit to the moon, 
you should make certain that

visitors 
will 
recognize it. 
What I’m leading up to here 
is the possibility that R ussia

I remember one season when 
the New York Giants football 
team had lost three of four 
games in a row. Their coach, 
Allie Sherman, was puzzled and 
worried by the team failure. 
He had not been hurt by in­ 
juries. His 
man-power 
was 
first-rate and the weather had 
been perfect. 
Instead of long explanations 
and loud excuses, he took home 
films of the losing games. Over 
and over he watched the replay 
of these encounters. The next 
day, at practice, Tie told his 
squad that nothing was really 
wrong, they just needed to get 
back to basics. Like remember­ 
ing to block and block again, 
to tackle low, to keep track of 
your man and be ready for an 
all-out effort even when exhaust­ 
ed. 
Certain basics have always 
been present in the Christian 
experience. 
When 
these are 
played down 
or 
ignored or 
scorned, the religious commun­ 
ity mills around in confusion 
and fear. You may have your 
own basic list but words like 
love, justice, forgiveness and 
reconcilliation must be near 
the top if we are talking about 
the Christian faith. 
And if we are concerned about 
the leadership of Christians 
in a tough time, then we should 
ask 
if love and justice 
are 
immediate concerns. If society 
is ripped apart, then, of all 
people, Christians should be 
counted on to break down the 
barriers of hate, suspicion and 
class warfare. It is dishonest 
for anyone to ask for a world 
without tension and strain. Ilow 
we conduct ourselves and the 
emotions and energy we display 
will surely say a lot about our 
faith and belief. 
Sometimes we need to be re­ 
minded about basic Christianity 
from those who are not part 
of the flock. Horace Alexander 
has a new booklet 
on Gandhi 
(published by Pendle Hill, Wal­ 
lingford, Pa.), part of the 100th 
celebration of the Indian lead­ 
e r’s birth. 
Of this saint, Alexander wrote: 
“ Gandhi spoke of truth and 
nonviolence as the twin prin­ 
ciples that guided him through 
every crisis. Nonviolence was 
the best expression that he 
could find for that aspect of 
‘love’ which is expressed in 


{he Greek word agape— the 
mighty force of true, under­ 
standing affection; the love or 
charity of Paul’s Epistle to the 
Corinthians.” 
Alexander reminds us that 
Gandhi had no use for short­ 
cuts. “ Once convinced that the 
right way to bring freedom to 
India was by nonviolent action 
alone, he would rather wait 
many years than resort to the 
alluring shortcut of violence. ” 
Many voices now are raised- 
against this strategy, this im­ 
plementation of love in action. 
The track recordof this country 
seems to be entirely locked up 
in a 
military 
mentality. 
It 
should not be so surprising that 
black militants have adopted a 
paramilitary stance in pursuit 
of 
their 
freedom formula. 
Arnold Toynbee saw our dav 
clearly enough to say: 
“ You have 
to shoot some­ 
body, burn yourself alive, do 
something violent, in order to 
get attention at all, however 


good your cause or causes, 
however well you have put your 
case. There is an absolute stone 
wall of indifference all over 
the world.” 
If the Christian community 
has nothing else to contribute 
to the world scene, to the stone 
walls of separation and indif­ 
ference, it should be that ab­ 
ility and tenacity to hang in 
there when everyone else wants 
to fight, to press for an ex­ 
change of ideas when no one 
wants to talk, to have a divine 
courage to talk 
about peace 
when the missile men are load, 
ing warheads. 
Here at home it means noth­ 
ing less than the rejection of 
Marxist terminology and vio­ 
lent tactics now so fascinating 
to some black radicals. It also 
means a 24-hour watch on those 
whites who are aching to crack 
up the hate machines and then 
wire us in to a police state. 
For Christians, the basics 
are very, very timely.

anticipated landing on 
the 
moon by Astronaut Neil 
Armstrong 
on 
July 
21 has 
raised 
many questions. One 
that I hear frequently asked is 
if space exploits in general and 
this landing in particular will 
have any theological implica­ 
tions? 
Theology is the study of God 
and his relations to mankind 
and 
to 
the 
universe. 
The 
thought behind such questions, I 
assume, implies that if science 
can perform such miracles, of 
what further use is God. 
Quickly I must say that any 
moon 
landing or 
any other 
human 
achievement anywhere 
in the universe can only be, in 
my view, another tribute to the 
greatness 
and glory of our 
Creator. Remember that first 
verse of Genesis as it came to 
us last Christmas from the 
moon-bound Apollo 8? —“ In the 
beginning, 
God 
created 
the 
heaven 
and 
the 
earth.” 
It 
should 
have 
reminded 
us 
forever that God reigns every­ 
where. Nature — the entire 
universe—is His 
abode. The 
achievements of science do not 
circumscribe or diminish Him; 
instead, 
they 
glorify 
Him 
through the accomplishments of 
men 
ordered 
by 
Him 
to 
“ subdue the earth” . 
Many men of science agree. 
Scores of them attend the First 
Baptist 
Church 
of 
Merritt 
Island, 
adjacent 
to 
Cape 
Kennedy. The Reverend Adrian 
Rogers, pastor, says that 71 of 
his 
members, many scientists 
among them, have dedicated 
their liveb to fulltime Christian 
work. 
A 
minister 
visiting 
Oak 
Ridge, Tennessee, found that 50 
atomic scientists were on the 
rolls of one church,with 75 
more attending another. 
Lord 
Kelvin, 
the 
great 
English scientist, said: “ If you 
think strongly enough, you will 
be forced by science to believe 
in God.” 
Engineer Walter F. Burke, 
who managed the Mercury and 
Gemini Programs, says: “ Some 
people are saying God is dead, 
but it is not the scientists who 
are saying It. I tiave never met 
a 
scientist 
who considered 
himself an atheist.” 
Another question often asked 
is, “ Would you like to go to thé 
moon?” 1 would not! I want to 
go where there is life. God is 
life! I want to go where I can 
meet some of God’s creatures. 
Perhaps life exists on Mars. At 
its closest approach, it is still 
34,000,000 miles away. Yes, I’d 
like to go to Mars! 
What would I find there? I 
have no idea; the Bible does 
not say. But it is hard to 
believe 
that we earthlings are 
alone 
in this 
spacious 
and 
wonderful universe. Already we 
have received visits by crea­ 
tures 
from space, including 
many angels and Jesus Christ. 
The 
Bible 
says 
that angels 
appeared to Abraham, Moses, 
Elijah, and many others. An 
angel saved the life of Daniel in 
the lions’ den when he “ shut 
the lions’ mouth, and they have 
not hurt me.” When Peter was 
in chains and in prison, an 
angel came to him, smote him 
on the side and lifted him up, 
saying: “ Arise up quickly.” 
And Peter’s chains fell off. 
And then there was—and is— 
Lucifer, who is the devil. Our

“ We must boldly go out and 
attack the white Western workd 
at its power centers. The white 
Christian churches are another 
form of government in this coun­ 
try and they are used by the 
government of this country to 
exploit the people of Latin Am­ 
erica, Asia and Africa, but the 
day is soon coming to an end .. 
But to win our demands from 
the church, which is linked up 
with the United States govern­ 
ment, we must not forget that it 
will ultimately be by force and 
power that we will win.” 
The above is from the Bla< k 
Manifesto by James Forman. 
How your handle 
the above 
paragraph will pretty well de­ 
cide how the racial scene in 
America unfolds In the next 12 
months. Th first target of the 
black radical confrontation has 
been the organized church— es­ 
pecially at its headquarters at 
475 Riverside Dr., New York 
City. The occupation of certain 
floors and offices was outlined 
in the Black Manifesto, adopt­ 
ed in Detroit on April 27, 1969. 
It stated: 
“ We call for the total dis­ 
ruption of sele< tedchurrh-spon- 
sored agencies operating any­ 
where in the United States and 
the world. Black workers, black 
women, black students and black 
unemployed are encouraged to 
seize the offices. . 
The mastermind of this man­ 
ifesto has been Forman, 
and 
even he has been startled by 
the success of his thrust: The 
guild and self-flagallation of 
church leaders was equal to the 
absurdity of his claims. In one 
church, his arrival caused the 
pastor to walk out of his own 
pulpit. In another, the minister 
invited him to speak and the 
congregation 
applauded when 
the abuse became most pointed. 
In one entire floor of the 
Inter-Church Center, Forman’s 
outsiders arrived to find that the 
church officials already 
had 
cleaned out 
their 
files and 
smilingly stepped aside as their 
desks were taken over. One 
militant then told the executive 
staff, secretaries and office 
personnel to go home; the floor 
was liberated. They went home, 
and the half-dozen blacks burst 
into laughing! The only thing that 
matches absurdity is stupidity! 
The result of this first en­ 
counter with radical contronta- 
tion has been an unhappy exper­ 
ience for the Christian com­ 
munity. 
— It has seriously 
under­ 
cut the genuine efforts of white 
and black churchmen who are 
committed to integration and 
now face a white backlash of 
unknown proportions. 


— It has torn the black com­ 
munity into new fragments, The 
solid followers of the nonviol­ 
ence of Martin Luther King Jr. 
must now contend not only with 
historic 
white 
resistance to 
change but the guerrilla threats 
of Forman and the param ilitary 
strategy of black radicals. 
— It casts serious doubt upon 
the national denominations and 
their 
appointed 
leaders 
to 
handle crisis. It is one thing 
to enter into dialogue with an­ 
gry and frustrated minorities. 
But 
to abdicate control and 
yield a national office is a 
shocking indication of immatur­ 
ity and irresponsibility.

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Bigger trucks 


The trucking industry, engaged in a determined campaign 
for the last year or so to persuade the government to give even 
larger trucks the run of the nation’s roads, has lately come 
up with a new argument to bolster its case. 
Industry spokesmen asserted in congressional hearings that 
the size and weight hikes desired would actually contribute 
to highway safety. Their reasoning is that by abandoning the 
present weight limit — 73,280 pounds — for trucks on the in­ 
terstate system and adopting instead an axle-spacing formula, 
weight distribution would be improved. Trucks might be heav­ 
ier — up to 92,500 pounds— and wider, but also better-balanced, 
and therefore less of a hazard to truckers, passenger car driv­ 


ers, bridges and the roadways themselves. 
There is no question that trucking is a vital element in the 
transport system of a consumption - happy society or that there 
are valid arguments for bringing existing regulations into line 
with changing needs of the industry and public, improved 
technology and highway facilities. 


But this is one that is likely to be difficult to sell to drivers 
who have had white-knuckled experience maneuvering around 
and among present width and weight trucks, or struggled to 
keep a car on the road in the gale-force winds frequently 
created in passing or being passed by trucks.

Editor: 
There have been several pieces in your 
paper regarding the recall movement 
against Harry Holmquist by the farmers 
in the Lompoc area. It would be appre­ 
ciated if you would print the reason for 
our dissatisfaction with the methods 
of reassessment. Mr. Holmquist states 
he is just obeying the law, and his hands 
are tied. We contend he is acting on his 
interpretation of the law, and not with a 
realistic approach. Example —apiece of 
land, in the farm area, is bought by a 
speculator, divided up into small acreag­ 
es for housing, and rightly reassessed at 
a higher value. The discrepancy comes 
in when Mr. Holmquist’s office then re­ 
assesses all the neighboring farm land 
for miles around at the same rate as 
the development. 
All we ask is that the farm land be as­ 
sessed on farm land sale not speculator 
inflated rates. Anyone of normal intel­ 
ligence knows that it would not be feas­ 
ible to divide the whole area for this 
purpose, so why should the farmer, or 
man who runs cattle be required to pay 
taxes at development rates. 
Mr. Holmquist stated he realized the 
land couldn’t produce enough to pay these 
exorbitant rates, and that many farmers 
would lose their property, but that he 
had no other choice, as all he has to go 
on are sales in the area, and this is the 
only type of sale there has been. We feel 
if Mr. Holmquist 
tried he could find a 
farm sale, (two were pointed out to him 
in the recent meeting in Lompoc), and 
base his assessment on this rate. 
He also suggests the only recourse he 
can offer the farmer is to go into the 
Farm Preserve. For reasons unknown to 
the writer every attorney approached 
on this matter advises against this step, 
so we feel it is safe to presume the 
drawbacks out number the benefits. 
If it reached 
the point where every 
farmer was forced into the Farm Pre­ 
serve the County would be forced to 
raise taxes on city property to collect 
revenues aad many in town would then 
lose their homes. For the city people’s 
own protection they should join the 
farmer in his fight for fair tax assess­ 
ments.

Purposeful inflation

President Nixon is being battered hard 
in his fight against inflation. Political 
voices, the spend-spend boys, and other 
vested interests are already shouting 
against the monetary measures. But 
we’d 
better get 
thoiougiily straight 
what’s at stake, or the working man and 
housewife, our earnest youth and all chil­ 
dren and all our aged shall have no fu­ 
ture at all. 
What we must re­ 
member 
is that We 
have had eight years 
of purposeful — pur- 
, 
poseful — 
monetary 
inflation. Running up 
- 
/ 
/ 
the national debt and 
^ 
- 
otherwise creating in­ 
flation was the polit- 
^ 
ical 
underpinning of 
the New Frontier and 
Great Society alike. 
The political payoff was “ spend-spend, 
tax-tax.” This has made us a high-tax 
— and, therefore, a high-cost —country. 
Taxes 
rapidly became the highest sin­ 
gle cost in our cost of living. Our dol­ 
lars were turned into dollarettes. But 
the clever gimmick, 
used by all infla­ 
tionary governments, has been to post­ 
pone the accounting as if there were no 
bottom to the barrel. 
Well, there is a bottom, and we’re 
there, and have been there for a long, 
long time. 
Moreover, 
before spend-spend boys 
urge 
us 
to spend imaginary billions 
which are supposed to be available wnen 
the Vietnam fighting ends we should 
remember that for years on end we have 
already been spending money we haven’t 
got. The problem is not what to do with 
these imaginary billions, but for the 
American nation to sober up. 
A government is never a source of 
wealth. Everything produced is produced 
by the people. Everything a government 
says it will give the people it must first 
take from the people. And in this abuse 
no inflationary government ever goes 
broke, even enters bankruptcy, it sim­ 
ply prints more money. 
As a government continues to spend 
beyond its income and borrows more 
and more to pay its bills, this means in­ 
flation and unsound money. Its borrow­ 
ings from banks create more and more 
credit, increase the paper currency 
supply, and help create the increased 
cost of everything — including interest. 
What President Nixon faces is the fact 
that the value of the dollar which he in­ 
herited from the New Frontier - Great 
Society has now dropped to 81 cents. 
The pay check that was worth $109.21 
when the inflationary administrations 
took over is now worth only $78.06 
after taxes, or only $70.85 for single 
workers who pay higher taxes, accord­ 
ing to the Labor Department’s Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. 
This completely wipes out last year’s 
pay gains obtained by about 45 million 
workers who got raises. And, obvious­ 
ly, when wages and prices leapfrog each 
other as they have been doing, no one 
winds up ahead. 
Last year these workers gained $5.86 
a week in wages. But, of this, higher 
federal taxes reduced the take-home pay 
by $4.26. 
The increased cost of living 
has left them worse off than before. 
Meanwhile, every manor woman living 
on a pension, 
annuity, 
life insurance 
payment or fixed income of any kind will 
find their income, 
their savings-bank 
nest egg, 
etc., reduced by one-third 
within eight years at this rate. 
The respected American Institute for 
Economic 
Research 
finds that since 
the purposeful 
New Frontier-Great So­ 
ciety inflation 
began more than $200 
billion in purchasing power has been 
chipped away and lost by those who put 
their savings in savings banks. U.S. 
Savings Bonas and other supposedly safe 
next eggs. 
This is the actual cost of the purpose­ 
ful inflation to thrifty 
people — $200 
billion embezzled from them. Yet our 
nation cannot sustain its stability and 
progress, and certainly not its hope for 
human welfare, unless these people, and 
all people, can maintain the financial 
independence they earn. 
Millions feel (correctly) that our poli­ 
ticians took our tax money and squan­ 
dered it and now insist that we pay their 
gambling debts and political pitches all 
over again, and that giving them more 


money will only feed their abuses and 
help them live on our hides. 
President Nixon’s attack on this is the 
attack on inflation. But no attack on infla­ 
tion can succeed unless the people as a 
whole really know what it means — to 
them. The monetary measures that are 


pinching now are dedicated to reversing 
a purposeful inflation that, unless re­ 
versed, will see the American dollar 
— and all of us — go down the drain.

Rewrite rules 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Judge Warren Burger has expressed 
some strong differences with how the 
U.S. Supreme Court has operated in 
recent years. 
Since it is virtually certain Burger 
will be confirmed as chief justice on 
that court, the public should know just 
what these disagreements are and what 
they are not. 
The evidence indicated that Burger 
believes the Supreme Court has been 
on firm ground in its basic and funda­ 
mental 
constitutional 
interpretations 
on the rights of men and women ac­ 
cused of crime: 
“ The holdings of the Supreme Court 
on right to 
counsel, on trial by jury 
instead of trial by press, and on co­ 
erced confessions will always stand out 
as landmarks on basic rights.’ 
“ . . . The bail reforms in recent 
years (which gave suspects enlarged 
rights to be released without posting a 
conventional bail bond) were long over­ 
due . . 
These, 
says Bur­ 
ger, “ were approp­ 
riate subject for de­ 
finitive constitution­ 
al (decisions) . . .” 
Burger 
does not 
hold with those who 
cricize 
the Sup­ 
reme Court for mak- 
v— { 
ing law; 
'V 
“ The basic function 
of judges is to decide 
cases 
and resolve 
controversies. 
In 
performing 
that 
function, a court of last resort (such as 
Supreme Court) must, as we all know, 
construe 
and 
interpret constitutions, 
statutes, rules, contracts, wills and 
trusts, and in so doing it will fre­ 
quently “ make” law. This is inherent 
in the evolution of common law.” 
Burger holds little patience with those 
who “ claim that the breakdown of law 
and order is due to court decisions” 
which have so tied the hands of the 
police their task is next to 
imposs­ 
ible. 
Rather, says 
Burger, ” . . .The 
hard 
fact is that, generally speaking, 
local police organizations, large and 
small, lack the professionalism needed. 
We give a GI six months to several 
years of intensive training . . . but 
even those police officers who get a sem­ 
blance of training have it crammed into 
a few short weeks. Anyone who has 
read the records of criminal cases 
or resided over criminal trials know 
that a substantial number of the errors 
which lead to new trials could be el­ 
iminated by a more adequate training 
of police and refresher courses . . .” 
Burger, in fact, is not in agreement 
with those who have objected to the 
Supreme Court’s making rules for police 
procedured in criminal cases. He be­ 
lieves the court should be in that bus­ 
iness. 
In fact, Burger assumes “ the cor­ 
rectness of the objectives the court 
sought to reach” in its controversial 
decisions on police procedures for the 
interrogation of suspects, including the 
conduct of line-ups and eyewitness id­ 
entifications, and in the conduct of pre­ 
liminary hearings. 
“ I question,” says Burger, ” 
. . . 
not the court or the last decade’s hold­ 
ings (opinions) of the court but its meth­ 
odology . . .” and “ . . .The Supreme 
Court’s almost indignified haste to clothe 
detailed rules of evidence and police 
station procedures in the garb of con­ 
stitutional doctrine” (which is difficult 
to change when changing proves neces- 
sary.) 


He believes that it has been unwise 
for the Supreme Court to revise some­ 
thing as complicated as the code of 
criminal procedure and evidence “ pie­ 
cemeal” on “ the narrow record” of a 
few cases— “ rather than by the order­ 
ly process of statutory rulemaking. 
“ There is a dangerous and even mis- 
chievious weakness in making of re­ 
vising sweeping general rules of pro­ 
cedure and evidence on a case-by-case 
basis. 
“ The cases the Supreme Court takes 
up usually come to the court on the nar­ 
row record of but one case which fre­ 
quently presents emotionally appealing 
situations that confuse and blur the bed- 
lock consequences of a broad holding 
(opinion). With deference, I suggest that 
thefce cases are not always briefed and 
argued by men qualified by experience 
to present a case of great magnitude and 
consequence. 
“ In short, the narrow record of the 
particular case, the appealing aspects 
of the “ hard” case, and the presenta­ 
tion by inadequate briefs and arguments 
from lawyers who never before, and 
perhaps never again, will see the hal­ 
lowed chambers of the Supreme Court, 
all combine to have a large issue de­ 
cided without the careful, painstaking, 
deliverative processes . . . (necestr 
ary.” ) 
The evidence suggests Burger now 
believes the Supreme Court rulings are 
applied generally, tend to unduly restrict 
can be interpreted quiet differently by 
different judges. 
Burger argues that rules must be 
used in a common sense way which 
meet the spirit of the law— represent­ 
ing both the rights of the accused and 
the practical problems of the police. 
Burger insists the Supreme Court 
should take the leadership in rewrit­ 
ing the rules of federal criminal pro­ 
cedure in an orderly, systematic and 
comprehensive way. But he believes 
that a variety of men with wide prac­ 
tical experience must be in on the re­ 
writing — and that Congress, too, must 
have a say.
